DETAILED ACTION 



Information Disclosure Statement 



1 . The information disclosure statement filed April 03, 2001 fails to comply with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because English translations were not 
provided. It has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has 
not been considered as to the merits. Applicant is advised that the date of any re-submission of 
any item of information contained in this information disclosure statement or the submission of 
any missing element(s) will be the date of submission for purposes of determining compliance 
with the requirements based on the time of filing the statement, including all certification 
requirements for statements under 37 CFR 1.97(e). See MPEP § 609 \ C(l). 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by the admitted 
prior art disclosed in Figs 1 and 2. 

With respect to claims 1 and 15, the admitted prior art discloses in Fig. 1 that the CDMA 
transmitter/receiver comprises SIR calculator for calculating the SIR of each slot of the raked 
data input from the finger 3 (SIR calculating means for calculating SIRS of a received signal slot 
by slot). The admitted prior art discloses in Fig. 1 that the comparator 8 outputs a power up 
command or outputs a power down command according to a comparison as shown in block S2 of 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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Fig. 2 (command generating means for generating, when the SIR decreases or increases, a 
transmission power control command that causes a station, which is sending the received 
signal, to lower or raise transmission power or generating, when the SIR continuously 
decreases over a pre-selected number of slots, a transmission power control OFF command for 
interrupting transmission power control). The admitted prior art discloses in Fig. 1 that the coder 
5 inserts the up-command or the down-command in the radio frame to be transmitted to the 
mobile device for controlling power transmissions (wherein transmission power control 
command or transmission power control OFF command is inserted in a radio frame to be sent 
to the station). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Park (US Patent No. 6,212,364 Bl) discloses reverse power control device and method 
for reducing interference between terminals. 

Lomp et al (US Pub 2002/01 18729 Al) discloses automatic power control system for a 
CDMA communication system. 

Nakamura et al (US Pub 2002/0094836 Al) discloses transmission power control 
apparatus. 
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Jitsukawa et al (US Pub 2003/0012267 Al) discloses CDMA receiver and searcher in a 
CDMA receiver.
